PRICE OF MILK INCREASED 
IN DIDSBURY TO 13 CENTS 


The price of milk in Didsbury 
advanced one cent a quart on Mon- 
day, and consumers are now pay- 
ing 13 cents per quart instead of 
12 cents. Pints will still be sold 
at 7 cents, according to Thos. Mor. 
ris, proprietor of the Didsbury 
Dairy. 

This is the first increase in price 
made by the local dairy since the 
start of the war. During the war 
years milk in Didsbury sold at 10 
cents a quart, with the government 
subsidizing the dairy 2 cents. When 
the subsidy went off the price of 
milk was increased to 12 cents but 
the dairy did not get an increase. 
Now. due to increased production 
costs it has been found necessary 
to increase the price by one cent 
a quart, says Mr. Morris. 

This price increase is in line with 
the towns of Olds and Carstairs.

It Was in 1928 that Mr. Hogg was first elected to the 
council of the Municipal District of Westerdale. He was 
deputy reeve for a number of yenrs and in 1943 he was 
appointed Reeve of the municipality and held this office 
until 1944 when the large municipal districts were formed 
in Alberta. Mr, Hoge was returned again 2s councillor 
and was then appointed Reeve of the enlarged Municipal 
District of Mountain View, and with his retirement this 
year has completed 19 vears of continuous service to the 
district as a whole. 

When the enlarged municipality was formed the big 
question at the time was the location of the municipal 
office. Carstairs, Olds and Didsbury ratepayers wanted 
the office established in their respective towns. However, 
partly due to Reeve Hoga’s persistent efforts, the present 
office building was purchased and equipped into what 
Department officials claim to be one of the best municipal 
offices in the province of Alberta, and Didsbury was thus 


selected as the permanent centre of municipal activities. ' 


For this achievement the people of Didsbury and district 
will be eternally indebted to Mr. A.L. Hogg, public citizen 
and benefactor. 


In paying tribute to Mr. Hogg on his splendid record, | 


we must also congratulate the new Councillor, Mr. Her- 
bert J. Goetjen, who will he the new representitive in 
Division Four. The ratepayers of this division will de-
